either saddle or bridle, and left in n 
Lurry. lie was pursued by some of the 
citizem, but not overtaken. The lef 
side of Meserve's face and neck is hor 
ribly g \shcd from forehead to chin, aru 
one slash of the knife barely missed th« 
jugular vein.
